If the nine-nation agree- 
ment is ratified by all as it'stands, 
it will be a stunning defeat for the 
Soviet Union.

Jackson (D-Wash), who last week 
criticized the volume of defense 
contracts awarded to General Mo- 
tors Corp., said Sunday Secretary 
of Defense Wilson's answer "does 
not square with a numbet of vital 
facts." 


Wilson commented that "the sen- 


ator just doesn't know-what he is 
talking about." 


Jackson described Wilson's state- 


ment that most of the contracts 
merely carried out commitments 
made earlier by the Truman ad- 
ministration as "astonishing " He 
said "it denies what Mr. Wilson 
himself has been saying since he 
took office—that he brought great- 
er economy and efficiency into the 
administration of the Defense De- 
partment " 


Wilson, boarding a plane for Den- 


ver where he will confer with 
President Eisenhower M o n d a y 
was asked for comment on Jack- 
son's latest statement. He said the 
senator "would seem to be pur- 
posely distorting the true story and 
added: 


Without Favor 


"Actually, the Department of 


Defense, without fear or favor, is 
doing what is best in the interest 
oi national defense." 


W i l s o n was accompanied by

Northwest In Swing 
To Well Irrigation 


SHERIDAN, Neb.-The farmers 


and ranchers in this northwest sec- 
tion of Nebraska are turning more 
and more to pump irrigation to 
solve their crop water problems. 


The increase of pump irrigation 


in Sheridan County is similar to 
that throughout the state this 
year. The number of pump irriga- 
tion systems in Sheridan County 
has increased from nine systems, 
irrigating 720 acres in 1948, to 21 
systems irrigating 1,680 ac^es last 
year. 


The move, as it has throughout 


(he stale, has been stimulated by 
the recent dry years. The leading 
Irrigated crops in this part of the 
country are alfalfa, 2,950 acres; 
2,420 acres of sugar beets, 2,310 


acres of corn and 1,230 acres of 
beans. 
* 


In Dawes County, the increase 


in wells was even larger percent- 
age-wise. There, the increase was 
from one system which irrigated 
70 acres in 1948, to eight systems 
which irrigated 
560 acres last 


year. 


The difference brought about in 


crops by irrigation is shown by 
comparing the average dry land 
and irrigated yields in Sheridan 
County for 1952. Dry land potatoes 
averaged 55 bushels, compared 
with a 300-bushel average on irri- 
gated fields. Dry land corn aver-

aged 14 bushels per acre, com- 
pared to an average of 48 bushels 
for irrigated corn. Non-irrigated 
alfalfa averaged 1.55 tons per acre, 
compared with 2.90 tons on irri- 
gated fields. 


The State-Federal Division of 


Agricultural. Statistics 
has 
an- 


nounced that the total Nebraska 
land irrigated in Nebraska rose 
from 874,000 acres in 1945 to 1,- 
218,000 acres in 1953. This is an 
increase of 39 per cent. The great- 
est part of this increase is due to 
the expansion of pump irrigation 
in the state. The number of wells 
in the state increased by 1,112 
in 1953. The number of acres these 
new wells irrigate totals 110,000 
acres.

NOW FOR LOG STORE 


MAXWELL, Neb.-If buildings could talk. . . 
There is a small hardware store building here which, if it hasn't 


seen better days, has certainly seen rowdier ones. 


The store, operated by Howard arid Bill Story, was built in 


J8C7 and is oi log contruction. 
It was just 90 years ago that the 


westward-moving railroad came into this area and, true to frontier 
tradition, the need arose for a saloon. 


Sfouf Little Saloon 


With the need there, it wasn't long before a stout little log 


saloon opened its doors. The cabin was built of red cedar logs from 
a iorest of such trees which once grew near here. According to local 
reports, the cabin operated as a saloon for a number of years. 


But it was destined for quieter things. 
In 1897, L. E. 


Story, with his father-in-law and brother, bought the cabin and it 
has remained in that family since. It was a general merchandise 
store before Story purchased it, but as the years passed, the Storys 
enlarged the business and built a store building adjoining the cabin. 


A Lot Of Life Yet 


The stout old building requires little upkeep, the Storys report. 


Red cedar flooring was replaced with cement after the last war, 
and a portion of the old log wall has been recently recalked. The 
Storys have no plans for dismantling the venerable old building 
which stands today bedecked with hardware merchandise.

Now, we are told that having traveled west- 


ward through Indiana, Illinois and Iowa, the 
same little pest will cost Nebraska farmers an 
estimated ten million dollars in 1954. That is 
not hay, particularly in this season of a short 
crop. It is impossible to place too much „ em- 
phasis upon conducting a spirited, militant 
battle against the inroads of the corn borer. 
Here is a pest capable of a great deal of destruc- 
tion, a pest once its gets its foot in the door, 
is difficult to handle. 


On that afternoon in Ohio we were taken to 


a field of corn, a field which at a distance ap- 
peared to present remarkable promise. But 
after getting well inside the field our guide had 


no difficulty in pointing out the ravages that 
had taken place. 


Now and then the arresting thought in con- 


nection with American agriculture is not that 
we accnmmulate punishing, surpluses, not that 
in our bigness and our diversity there is always 
the assurance of adequate food in this country, 
barring widespread drouth in the growing season 
over most of* the food-producing states, but that 
in the world of nature itself the food sorely 
needed by a hungry world manages to survive 
the attacks of insect hordes and other natural 
enemies. The American farmer, year in and 
year out, has his chores cut out for him, and 
at the same time finds himself constantly 
faced with the biggest gamble in which men 
can engage. Once in awhile we might fittingly 
reflect upon the qualities of faith and patience 
which characterize the people who live on the 
soil. 


Those Giants Of 


It was the late Muggsy McGraw in the earlier 


years of America's great diamond sport—base- 
ball—who fashioned the title of Giants upon 
New York's club in the National League, a 
title worn proudly and deservedly by the 
players McGraw assembled and directed so 
brilliantly. 


If the old master had been looking down 


from the skies this past week to watch the 
1954 Giants perform in their quest for a world 
championship, he could not other than have 
been pleased. They were great in the world 
series which closed Saturday—great in every 
respect—hitting, fielding and pitching. It was 
not that the Cleveland Indians, with a magni- 
ficent mound staff which carried that club to 
a new American league record in games won— 
were poor, but that for this series and for 
this particular week the Giants were out of 
this world in superlative play.

Much that their rivals did turned out badly— 


and as a result wherever baseball fans gather 


to talk about the 1954 season they will be 
talking about Leo Durocher and his men for 
months to come. 


America is rich—infinitely rich—in the varied 


program of athletic endeavor. It has baseball, 
a grand sport; and it has football which on 
each week-end the breadth and the length of the 
land draws hundreds of thousands of spec- 
tators to the stadiums for the colorful pagean- 
try that unfolds. 


Back to baseball, it was a healthy thing that 


happened in both major leagues. 
The great 


season of the Cleveland Indians brought the 
American league a new champion after top 
honors had been monopolized by the New York 
Yankees. 
The Giants under Durocher have 


had a habit of nipping at the Dodgers' heels, 
but in the closing days of the pennant battle 
in the National League the Giants left no 
doubt that they were the champions that they 
proved themselves to be. 


These cold winter nights when baseball fans 


gather they will find that they have a full 
menu of happy memories upon which to feed. 


Consistency Is Thy Name

If foreign aid is an important part of 
American foreign policy today, and it has been 
so classified, then it is illogical, to say the 
least, if not nonsensical, to plead for the elec- 
tion of Republican candidates who do not see 
eye to eye with the president.

But quite nonchalantly a New York importer 


suddenly hands over to a Senate committee 
hundreds of privileged reports and FBI material. 


No one has said that Importer Kohlberg is 


not a patriot. The evidence, rather, indicates 
that he is a good citizen. But we wonder what 
the reaction of the country would have been 
had the McCarthy committee dug up a nest of 
Reds possessing as many privileged documents 
of the same character as a plain citizen just 
recently handed back to the government?

No Crisis Ensued 


The question of Red China's case for member- 


ship in the United Nations turned out to be con- 
siderably less than a critical one. as many com- 
mentators believed it would be. 


In the reopening of the U.N. general assembly, 


the question was quickly disposed of by post- 
poning consideration of it for one year. If there 
were any- real fears that this would make the 
earth leave its orbit, they have now been dis- 
pelled. Nothing dreadful happened. 


It was a wise and prudent decision. 
With 


sensible restraint the u.X. did not close the 
door to Red China, nor did it compromise its 
position by admitting a nation that Is clearly 
unready to go along with other nations on a 
plane of relationships which the United Nations 
stands for. 


Red China has been given time to prepare 


better qualifications for membership which are 
by no means beyond the powers of that nation. 
And with the extension of time, there is a clearly 
implied promise should the requirements be 
met then membership action will not be preju- 
diced. True, the burden of improvement was 
placed upon Red China.

Misses Latin America 


LA PAZ, BOLIVIA — Every 


schoolboy knows that Christopher 
Columbus discovered America by 
mistake when he was really look- 
ing for the vast wealth of the 
Orient, but many adults don't even 
know that we who followed Co- 
lumbus on the North American 
continent have carried his mistake 
much farther and have continued 
to bet our economic and political 
chips on the Orient when a much 
wealthier and more friendly area 
lays right under our nose in South 
America. 


Some five centuries have passed 


since Columbus and Hendrik Hud- 
son and a dozen other explorers 
examined every nook and cranny 
of the rivers and bays of the West- 
ern hemisphere with a view to 
finding a channel to the Orient. 
Five centuries is a long time, and 
should be enough time for us to 
learn. 


Especially we have been slow 


to learn that the Orient, now 
rapidly going Communist, is not 
our dish of tea. With Indo-China 
certain to go Communist, with the 
tin- and rubber-producing ari'as of 
the Malays in danger, with Indo- 
nesia refusing to join us in an 
Asiatic defense pact, and with 
India 
increasingly anti-American 


it seems to me it's time for us 
to turn to the rich and more 
friendly areas of the south.

tor from Formosa, wants to keep 
on worrying about the controver- 
sial island but I see no reasons 
why we should go to war over it, , 
and I do see ample reason why 
we should concentrate on other 
parts of the world.

America. 
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WHY ORIENT'S 


GOING COMMUNIST 


Most of the politicians in Wash- 


ington don't realize it, but the 
chief reason the Orient is going 
Communist is because the white 
man, taking a leaf from Colum- 
bus' notebook, exploited the Ori- 
ent at the expense of the New 
World. In brief, most of the prod- 
ucts we buy from the Orient were 
stolen from Latin America. They 
were transplanted to the Orient 
because slave labor there was 
dirt cheap. 


Labor 
was 
higher 
in South 


America. The social 
revolution 


came earlier there and now it's 
the social revolution which has 
caught up wiih the Orient. And in 
the Orient it is the ""rebellion 
against slave-labor wages that has 
brought Communism. 


To illustrate, it was a Britisher 


who, 
in 1876, smuggled the first 


rubber seeds out of Brazil and 
brought them to Ceylon, the Ma- 
lays and Indonesia. Before that, 
rubber was king in Brazil: It 
built opera houses up the Amazon 
river. It started rubber factories 
for raincoats and gum boots in 
Mexico, but after the British be- 
gan to exploit the cheap labor of 
Asia the rubber 
plantations of 


South America fell to rot and ruin. 


That was why we spent three- 


quarters of a billion dollars build- 
ing up synthetic rubber in the 
United States after Pearl Harbor, 
plus another quarter billion trying 
to encourage natural rubber de- 
velopment in South America And 
that's 
why. 
with 
Communism 


reaching down to these same Asi- 
atic rubber plantations, we may be 
in for trouble again. 


LESSONS IN COCOA, QUININE 


The same thing happened with 


cocoa. Chocolate and cocoa were 
found only in Latin America when 
the Spanish conquistadors arrived, 
but the British transplanted it to 
the African gold coast where to- 
day, thanks to cheap labor, it 
produces more than Latin America. 


It was the Dutch who picked 


up the cinchona or quinine tree 
from Peru in 1854 and transplanted 
it to the Dutch East Indies. Since 
then and until World War II the 
Dutch had a near monopoly on 
quinine and as a result of the 
Japanese 
invasion 
the 
United 


States found itself without quinine. 


We rushed madly into Latin 


America to plant cinchona trees 
after Pearl Harbor, just as we 
tried to encourage hemp production 
and as we tried to persuade Bolivi- 
an tin miners to produce more 
tin. 


Karl Bickel, former head of the 


United Press, was enlisted by the 
Nelson Rockefeller cultural rela- 
tions office to speed up sisal pro- 
duction in Central America to re- 
place hemp, and we demanded 
that the Chilean government sell 
all its copper .to us and that Cuba 
give us all its sugar. 


Then, as the war ended, we 


diminished our purchases, dropped 
our prices, and in many cases 
went back to buying from the 
precarious and distant Orient. Na- 
turally this caused depression, un- 
employment, and the danger of 
Communism in Latin America. 


Simultaneously, 
our 
Marshall 


plan funds in some cases were si- 
phoned off to build up Latin- 
American competition in Asia and 
especially Africa. Money sent to 
Europe under the Marshall Plan 
released other capital which went 
to build up French, British and 
Dutch investments in Asian and 
African tropics. 
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HUSH-HUSH ON JOE 


Some of Joe McCarthy's activ- 


ities are now getting the hush-hush 
treatment from the press. It's a 
decided contrast to what he used 
tc get. 


On Aug. 28, for instance, Joe 


attended a big SlOO-a-plate Repub- 
lican dinner in San Diego ivhicb 
netted 880,000. Though the dinner 
was amply covered by the San 
Diego papers, most other papers in 
California and elsewhere ignored 
it. The press associations sent out 
brief dispatches, but not much got 
into print. 


The dinner was significant, how- 


ever, becaust it has been stattd 
at Republican headquarters that 
McCarthy would campaign only in 
states where requested. 
It has 


also been stated unofficially by 
friends of the Presidnet that the 
White House didn't want him to 
campaign at all. 


Obviously he must have got clear- 


ance from Ike's Senate leader. Bill 
Knowland of California, to attend 
such an important political din- 
ner, and it's interesting that Mc- 
C a r t h y 
mentioned Knowland 


warmly but ignored the other Re- 
publican senator from 'California, 
Tom Kuchel.

hotel with McCarthy during Joe's 
visit to San Diego.

In this area, the Council has 


voted four sto two in favor of a 
sidewalk four feet wide and four 
feet back from the curb line. If 
the walk goes through as 
now 


proposed, it will mean the de- 
struction of 15 pinoaks, one large 
elm and several fir trees — sub- 
stantial investments on the part 
of property owners involved. 


While the Council majority has 


evidently convinced itself 
other- 


wise, there is serious doubt as to 
the need of this sidewalk. It is 
a good bet that most of the Coun- 
cil has voted on this matter with 
little if any knowledge of the area. 
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The walk is definitely not needed 


for any children living south of 
Van Dorn. These children can 
walk 
down Rathbone Rd., one 


block west of Winthrop where there 
is a sidewalk leading right into 
the Sheridan School door. 


Thus, the walk must be for chil- 


dren living on Winthrop or one 
several side streets leading into 
Winthrop from the east — all of 
them only one block long and 
dead-ended at Colonial Dr. east 
of Winthrop. 


Children living on these streets 


—Puritan, Mayflower and Alden 
—could by going only a 
very 


short distance out of their way 
travel over Colonial — a dead- 
end street — to Puritan and then 
v/est on Puritan 
to Rathbone. 


Thus, they would get to and from 
school over a combination of side- 
walks and dead-end streets with 
the exception of 'crossing Win- 
throp at Puritan which would be 
necessary anyway if the walk is 
constructed as 
now planned on 


the west side of Winthrop.

gun. Bob, who has not spent a long, 
long time learning about guns, and 
how they ought to be handled, and 
when they ought not to be handled 
at all. Any boy is too young to own 
a gun when he does not have a 
grown-up near who can teach him 
things he needs to know. 


Maybe you drive a car. Bob, but 


let's suppose that you don't know 
how yet. Would you want tc get 
into a high-powered car, not even 
knowing where the brakes are. and 
find yourself driving at the most 
crowded part of the rush hour on 
the busiest- intersection 
in town 


with everybody else going 60 miles 
an hour? That's the way it is with 
a gun all the time, unless you know 
all about it.

problem. 


This is not entirely the Council's 


fault as the city had agreed once 
before to a three foot walk at the 


curb line. Just exactly how this 
came to be turned down by prop- 
erty owners involved is a little 
hazy but that is all water over 
the dam.

Flash of Knife

be afraid." 


This passage, 


he said, has

used to 
fort a sorrow- 
ing heart, but 
Dr. Court 


it also contains a formula for great 
living. 


"Belief in God is not enough," 


Dr. Court said. "One must also 
experience the certainty and the 
joy in the relationship of his own 
life to the greatness and the glory 
of God." 


Dr. Court told his congregation 


that the untroubled heart and 
courageous attitude toward life 
can be realized from Jesus' simple 
statement- 
"I will come again 


and receive you unto myself, that 
where I am ye may be also " 


"It was the sense of divine com- 


panionship," he said. "It was the 
simple realization that no one 
needs to walk through life alone. 
Joy is always heightened when you 
share it with someone you love " 


Here, he said, is found another 


strand in the formula for Chris- 
tian living as one becomes con- 
scious of spiritual power that al- 
ways keeps and surrounds men 


Dr. Court said the peace of 


heart that God Himself "gives to 
men is found in the phrase: "My 
peace I give unto you, not as the 
world giveth give I unto you." 


"It is a peace and inner spirit 


of happiness that comes from our 
right relationship 
to God, he 


said. "I do not believe there can 
be any peace of heart if life is at 
war with life's goodness, beauty 
and truth.*' 


Some persons, he said, try to 


live in a strange world as if there 
were no God; as if the great moral 
laws were to live up to or reject 


"We can rej'ect them if we so 


wish," he said, "but we cannot 
have happiness at the same tune. 
We cannot disregard the eternal 
moral laws of hfe if we desire to 
know this peace of God and to find 
our untroubled heart."

"Chris- 
tians have placed God on the side- 
lines of Me, not at the center. Too 
much has God become He Whom 
men seek only as a support in 
human failures, as a hope in tunes 
of despair." 


Father Cross said humanity to- 


day has a measure of arrogance; 
:t has achieved too much. 


"Human weaknesses and frail- 


ties remain," he said, "but a God 
who has only to do with these will 
not capture man's loyalty. It is in 
man's strength and success that 
man needs an outside point of ref- 
erence, a God." 


God must be in the midst 


ife, he said, and relationship with 
tun must be concerned with the 
whole of life. 


"It must not be only the refuge 
f failure and doubt," Father 
Cross said. "It must be the source 


f victory and the guide to suc- 
ess. 
Man needs a faith in God 


which becomes active and con- 
cerned with all of Me. Such a 
faith is demonstrated in Christ." 


In Christ, he said. God entered 


Me, meeting evil in all its forms 
and supporting and giving power 


with little matter in consequences, to achieve goodness and victory.

But 
both players are expected to be 
ready for the Wildcats. And Quar- 
terback Rex Fischer, who has 
missed the first two games after 
being injured in pre-season prac- 
tice, may be able to go against 
Kansas State.

Eden Lauded 


Where credit will be given for 


converting a dismal prospect into 
a brighter outlook for the security 
of the West is a question that even 
historians may debate. Many diplo- 
mats here feel that much of the 
achievement of the London confer- 
ence is due to the initiative of 
British Foreign Secretary Eden. 
His diplomacy arranged the con- 
ference in the first place, after 
tbe French Assembly had killed 
off the European Defense Com- 
munity. 


This apparently was in accord 


with the wishes of Secretary Dul- 
les, who was making a Southeast 
Asian treaty in a conference at 
Manila when the French blow fell. 
The word went out from the State 
Department that the United States, 
having failed in an allout effort to 
get EDC accepted, was now look- 
ing to the Europeans themselves 
to come up with a new plan.

Joe Remains Mum On How Red Fight Financed 


... !ke To Be Factor In Censure 


WASHINGTON (INS) - Sen. Jo- 


seph R. McCarthy (R-W5s), said 
Sunday he will not make public 
details of how his fight against 
Communism was financed. 


The controversial senator marie 


the statement on the NBC televi- 
sion show, Meet The Press, his 
first public appearance since a se- 
lect committee of the Senate rec- 
ommended that he be censured 
for refusing to appear before a 
subcommittee two years ago to 
answer questions about how he 
used money, collected in previous 
years. 


McCarthy said President Eisen- 


hower will be a definite factor in 
the Senate vote on whether t-o 
censure him. 


McCarthy p a i r e d Eisenhower 


with the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and the Senate Democratic 
Policy Committee as "unpredict- 
ables" in any attempt to guess 
the outcome. 


Richard W i l s o n , Washington 


correspondent for the Cowles news- 
papers, noted that Vice President 
Nixon had made a full accounting 
during the 1952 election campaign 
of money he had collected from 
supporters. 


Wilson then asked McCarthy if 


a similar accounting might n o t 
help to clarify questions asked 
about the senator's finances. 


Flat 'No' 


McCarthy replied: "It might." 
"Will you?" Wilson asked. 
McCarthy gave a flat "No" in 


reply and added that he would not 
give out a list of who had con- 
tributed to his support. 


The senator then said the In- 


ternal Revenue Service had ap- 
parently finished with a complete 
investigation of his finances and 
added: "I gather they are satis- 
fied." 


McCarthy said the 1952 Rules 


''Subcommittee, headed 
by Sen. 


Guy Gillette (D-Ia), "had no evi- 
dence against me and admitted 
it had no 'evidence." the Wisconsin 
Republican said: "I used my entire 
salary and borrowed all I could 
in this fight (against Communism,'. 
I went broke." 


He said:. "Anyone who intimates 


I used money collected for fight- 
ing Communism for other purposes 
is a—strike that—is grossly un- 
truthful." 


Asked if he would challenge the 


findings of the select committee, 
McCarthy replied: "I haven't chal- 
lenged t h e m , nor do I accept 
them."
